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 1 parks or parkways, for such terms and subject to such conditions and
 2 considerations as the commission shall specify;
 3 (6) Charge such fees for services, utilities, and use of facilities
 4 as the commission shall deem proper.  Until July 1, 2007, the
 5 commission may not charge fees for general park access or parking;
 6 (7) Enter into agreements whereby individuals or companies may rent
 7 undeveloped parks or parkway land for grazing, agricultural, or mineral
 8 development purposes upon such terms and conditions as the commission
 9 shall deem proper, for a term not to exceed forty years;
10 (8) Determine the qualifications of and employ a director of parks
11 and recreation who shall receive a salary as fixed by the governor in
12 accordance with the provisions of RCW 43.03.040 and determine the
13 qualifications and salary of and employ such other persons as may be
14 needed to carry out the provisions hereof; and
15 (9) Without being limited to the powers hereinbefore enumerated,
16 the commission shall have such other powers as in the judgment of a
17 majority of its members are deemed necessary to effectuate the purposes
18 of this chapter:  PROVIDED, That the commission shall not have power to
19 supervise directly any local park or recreation district, and no funds
20 shall be made available for such purpose.

24 spill advisory council.
25 (b) The primary purpose of the council is to maintain the state's

28 preparedness and response.
29 (c) The council shall be an advisory body only.
30 (2)(a) In addition to members appointed under (b) of this
31 subsection, the council is composed of the chair-facilitator and
32 sixteen members representing various interests as follows:
33 (i) Three representatives of environmental organizations;
34 (ii) One representative of commercial shellfish interests;
35 (iii) One representative of commercial fisheries that primarily
36 fishes in Washington waters;
37 (iv) One representative of marine recreation;

11 (b) In addition to the members identified in this subsection, the
12 governor shall invite the participation of tribal governments through
13 the appointment of two representatives to the council.
14 (3) Appointments to the council shall reflect a geographical
15 balance and the diversity of populations within the areas potentially

17 (4) Members shall be appointed by the governor and shall serve

If any provision of this act or its
20 application to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the
21 remainder of the act or the application of the provision to other
22 persons or circumstances is not affected.

23 NEW SECTION.  Sec. 907.  This act is necessary for the immediate
24 preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
25 state government and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
26 immediately.
